AFL-ClO0 CONTROVERSY IS SETTLED BY LAWMAKERS 


Workers In This Essential War Industry Guaranteed Their 
Present Status When Congress Decides Contracts Must Stand 


The victory won by the metal trades department over the national labor relations board in 


the Kaiser case is of tremendous importance, not only to this department, but to the American 


Federation of Labor as a whole. The victory came when congress tacked an amendment onto 


the NLRB’s appropriation bill for the current fiscal year, providing that none of its funds can 


be used in any way whatsoever in connect 


between management and labor 


which has been in existence for | 
three months and during which | 
time no complaint has been | 


filed. 

This action put a decided crimp 
in the NLRB’s roving 
which, from its inception, have been 


against the federation in favor of 
the CIO. It put an end to the 
Roman holiday which hordes of 
young lawyers, just out of school, 


have been having at the expense of 
the country’s organized workers 
The full impact of the amendment 
may be appreciated by the loud 
shrieks which have gone up in the 
communist press. The 


town edition of the Daily Worker, 
has been screaming bloody murder 
ever since the house of represen- 
tatives first put the amendment in 
the appropriation bill. It is one of 
the greatest sell-outs of labor in all 
history, PM has been shouting. 

The fact is that it is one of the 
greatest blows to the commy labor 
racket ever achieved. 

The A. F. of L’s membership 
in the Portland Kaiser yards 
was not all that was involved 
in the case.

Vice Presi- 
dent Bitter, of the San Diego 
Building Trades, has there- 
fore asked the federation to 
assist him in determining the 
grounds for a wage increase as 
well as in preparing the neces- 
sary data to substantiate such 
claims. 

Representatives of the research

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LABOR VIEW PREVAILING? 


The pressure to build up the military forces as fast as possible 
has been relaxed somewhat, it is reported. Evidently the army 
and navy heads, who a few months ago were hell bent on get- 
ting into uniform every man who could stand up have changed 
their minds, at least temporarily. 

It is explained that partly responsible for the easing of the 
military services’ demands for men is the fact that casualties 
since April have fallen below army estimates. But there may 
be other reasons. Perhaps the military chiefs are beginning to 
realize that they were aiming too high, as pointed out months 
ago by the American Federation of Labor. 

Early in March, President Green of the AFL declared his 
organization's intention to oppose “any unreasonable plan to 
strip industry of skilled workers to build up an excessively 
large army.” 

He urged that a balance be kept between the military services 
and the working force at home and warned that if too many 
men were rushed into the army production was bound to suffer, 
which he added ‘would be fatal.” 

“The size of the army of the United States,’ Green said, 
“should not be measured by the size of the army in Germany, 
Russia, or Great Britain. Our job is greatly different from any 
of these. We are not only, fighting but producing. We are the 
arsenal of democracy.” 

If the U. S. military leaders are beginning to take a view in 
harmony with that of organized labor on the question of the | 
size of the military forces, a victory for reason and intelligence | 
has been won.

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LEGAL STAFF OF AMERICAN FEDERATION OF 


LABOR INTERPRETS SMITH- CONNALLY BILL 


Judge Joseph A. Padway, general counsel for the American 
Federation of Labor, has submitted a detailed analysis and 
rendered a legal interpretation of the anti-labor Smith-Connally 
bill recently passed by congress. 

Judge Padway points out the need for officers and members 
of the American Federation of Labor to carefully follow the 
advice submitted in this legal analysis and urges that it be given 
as wide distribution as possible. 

This legal information is submitted with the hope that any 
question that may arise regarding the meaning and application 
of the Smith-Connally bill relative to organized labor or organ- 
ized labor’s activities may be answered in the following legal 
analysis.

As to plants engaged in war pro- 
duction but not possessed or oper- 
ated by the government, strikes 
are authorized and lawful providing 
the following procedure is first 
complied with: 

(a) The representative of em- 
ployes shall give notice to the sec- 
retary of labor, the national war 
labor board, and the national labor 
relations board, of any labor dis- 
pute, together with a statement of 
the issues which give rise to the 
dispute; 

(b) The employer and his em- 
ployes shall continue production 
under all the conditions which 
prevailed when the dispute arose, 
for at least thirty days; 

(c) On the thirtieth day after the 
notice the national labor rela- 
tions board shall forthwith take a 
secret ballot of the employes in the 
plant, mine, facility, or bargaining 
unit on the question whether they 
will permit interruption of war 
production. Thereafter the national 
labor relations board certifies the 
result of the balloting. 

When the notice above provided 
for has been given and the ballot 
taken, a strike can be lawfully 
called. The right to strike is not 
dependent upon the outcome of the 
vote. Even if a majority vote 
against the strike, the strike may 
be called, and any and all workers 
affected may participate therein. 
As to strikes called after notice 
and vote, there is no prohibition 
against the payment of strike, un- 
employment or other benefits. Such 
payments can then be made. 


If a strike in a war produc- 
tion plant which is not pos- 
sessed or operated by the gov- 
ernment is called without giv- 
ing the foregoing notice, and

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TRADES SURVIVE? 


Shall the skilled tradesman 
be preserved? Or will the work- 
ers all be come automatons: 
Cogs in a great machine, with 


no creative imagination, no in- 
ventive abilities or incentives, no 
initiative, and rewarded only with 
low wages? Or, will organized labor 
awaken itself to the ominous situa- 
tion which is now appearing? Will 
it lay its plans to maintain the 
skilled worker and prepare to pro- 
tect the workers from further ex- 
ploitation? 


Througs the years, labor’s 
strength to bargain for better 
wages and conditions has largely 
been attributable to the skilis of 
its members. During these years 
organized labor has championed ap- 
prenticeship as the proper method 
|of training youth for the skilled 
trades. This is the type of training 
which is given on the job, with a

in the proper methods of accom- | 
plishment. In passing on to the 
lapprentice those skills which the 


journeyman has mastered in long 


of those skills and his trade as a 
whole. 
Organized labor now supports 

a national program of appren- 

ticeship, headéd by the federal 

committee on apprenticeship 
and the California apprentice- 
ship council to encourage the 
proper training of skilled 
craftsmen. One of the funda- 
mentals of this program is the 

| joint participation of both labor 
and management in the guid- 
ance of such programs. The fed- 
eral committee is itself made up 
of equal numbers of labor and 
management representatives 
and its years of experience have 
proven the wisdom of formu- 
lating and administering train- 
ing policies and programs in 
this way. 

Organized labor has taken posi- 
tive action toward utilizing what 
seems to be the best field from 
which apprentices can be drawn 
under present conditions. This field 
is that of the returning veterans 
who are not eligible for further 
military service. 

Apprenticeship can and should 
be continued even with the 18-year- 
olds being called into our armed 
forces, by those in 3A, 2B, or re- 
jected by the military for flat feet, 
bad teeth, or “bum pump” can be- 
}come excellent mechanics. Most 
‘important of all is our duty as 
patriotic American citizens to aid 
in rehabilitation of discharged war 
veterans who have incurred in- 
juries in the defense of our coun- 
try. The injuries may be of a 
slight nature such as a loss of a 
finger, toes, minor limb injuries, 
and slight shell shock, but not to 
the extent to prohibit finding a 
place for them in industry. In this 
respect age limitations is some- 
thing that may have to undergo 
revisions. 

Through planned apprenticeship 
the individual can prepare himself 
for profitable employment in the 
years to come, assuring himself of 
a higher standard of living. In con- 
sidering these veterans the same 
screening must be used as is done 
in accepting apprentices at all 
times: How many can be assim- 
ilated (recognizing the fact that 
those in military service are pro- 
tected) ?; will the veteran’s physical 
condition permit him to work at 
the particular trade?; has he the 
adaptability to learn the trade and 
will the trade lead to the proper 
economic adjustment of the vet- 
eran? By working with apprentices 
in this manner the unions can pre- 
serve the skilled trades for post- 
war reconstruction. At the same 
time they will be helping the vet- 
erans — those who have fought to 
preserve a system of government 
that permits labor to organize — to 
find a place in industry where he 
can earn a living in keeping with 
American standards.
